That Between Sixty 
and Seventy Delegates

ARCHBISHOP NOT TO BE 
CHOSEN AT THIS MEETING 


Bynod Will Discuss Ways and 
Means of Providing For 
Sustenance. 


On Wednesday of next week there 
will convene in Edmonton a gathering 
which will become historic in the 
history of the province, the occasion 


being the meeting of the first Synod 
bf the newly-formed Anglican  dio- 
cese of Edmonton, The Ven. Arch- 
deacon Gray has issued the following 
notice to those concerned: 

“I am instructed by the bishop to 
inform you that the first meeting of 
the synod of the Diocese of Edmon- 
ton will be held at Edmonton on Wed- 
nesday, November 12th, for the pur- 
pose of adopting a constitution and 
completing the organization, at which 
time and place the clergy holding the 
bishop's license, and lay delegates who 
have been and may be elected in the 
manner provided by the constitution 
of the undivided Diocese of Calgary, 
are requested to be present.” 

Will Last Two Days. 

It is expected that the synod will 
last for two days, and between sixty 
and seventy delegates are expected. 
The lay delegates are elected on the 
following basis: Congregations with 
six communicants and over, one dele- 
gate; over forty and under one hund- 
red, two delegates; over one hundred, 
three delegates.

Speaking to the Bulletin last night,

including assistance from England,

Sylvia had a grea 
and successful fight Monday, but on 
‘Tuesday was arrested by fifty police- 
men ana a collection of plain clothes 
men,” said the letter. 

“We shall fight our best for her and

‘Trustees experienced dif- 
ticulty in obtaining books required, 
und in many cases it was found that 
inferior editions had been supplied. 
Under the seheme proposed by th 
minister of education, the department 
will carry in stock a good supply of 
books listed in the authorized cat.1- 
logue ,obtaining. specially low terms 
upon quantities, The bogks will then 
supplied to school districts at a 
cost, thus materially increasiog 
actual purchasing power of every 
giollar of the Jibrary grant. In adat- 
tion, difficulties with customs will eo 
entirely eliminated, and school dis- 
tricts will be assured that they have 
always the best editions of all requis-

J. E. Sullivan Wants Olympic 
Games Postponed For Bene- 
fit of U. 8. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 3.—James E 
Sullivan, American Olympic commis- 
sioner, announced tonight that he 
would request the German Olympic 
committee, on behalf of the United 
States team, to postpone the opening 
of the Olympic games at Berlin in 
1916 at least one week, According 
to the cables received, the opening 
events in the track and field pro- 
rams are set for July 1. 

This date would prove a handicap 
to the American team, according to 
Mr. Sullivan, since it would require 
the United States team to sail before 
the closing of the American colleges 
and universities from which many 
members of the 1916 team are expect- 
ed to be recruited. 


In discussing the conditions, Mr. 
Sullivan said: 
“It was the intention of the Ger- 


man Olympic committee to open the 
track meet about the middle of June. 
I was abroad last Summer i 
explained the situation from.an Am- 
erican standpoint and requested a 
later date. The werman committee 
evidently made a concession to us, 
but even to open the games on July 
1 will work a hardship on our team 
in 1916. The Stockholm games be- 
gan on July 6 and a similar date at 
Berlin would .be far more acceptable. 
Close to fifty per cent .of the team 
will be in college, some of whom will 
be graduated in the spring of that 
year. In many c*ses it would be im- 
possible for them to leave college be- 
fore June 15 or later, To sail on that 
or a later date would put the team 
into Berlin with little or no time for 
final training. 

“L sincerely hope that we can se- 
cure a postponement of the opening 
for a week at least for it will mean a 
big difference to the chances of the 
American team winning. The gaines 
of 1916 will be closer and harder tuo 
win ‘than ever before, and no team 
of the gize of the American aggrega- 
tion will have to travel the distance 
that ours will be obliged to under- 
take. That extra Week means more 
to the American competitors than to 
any other country interested in the 
Olympic games, and [| feel sure that 
when the conditions are explained 
fully to the German committee the 
concession will be granted, Owing 
to the early manner in which the 
Germans are preparing for the next 
Olympic meet all these details will be 
arranged in advance and we are plan- 
ning for our part. 

“From present indications 
United States team will consist of 
about 150 athletes drawn from the 
colleges and amateur athletic clubs 
as the result of a series of trial 
games held in various parts of..the 
country ag in 1912, In view of the 
new rule adopted at the recent meet- 
ing of the International Federation 
of Athletic Associations «which per- 
mits but six starters in an Olympia 
event in place of twelve as formerly, 
it will be necessary to use greater 
discretion in selecting the team. 

“IT am in favor of a national try- 
out of the sectional meets in which

These final tests 
should be held at a central point 


such as Chicago, Pittsburg, Cleveland, 
or Buffalo, and the first six finishers 
in each track and field event chosen 
to form the United States team. Un- 
der these conditions it would be a fair 
field and no favor for all, and those 
who ultimately made the team would 
be without question the best in 
their events.”
